ALDRICH IS PACKING COMMITTEE ON HIGH PRICES 
ELKINS, IN DISGUST, THREATENS TO “INSURGE”’ 


SO AS TO SHIELD TARIFF LAW AND SAVE THE TRUSTS 


Washington, February’ 3.-——Senator 
Elkins today made bitter complaint 
in the senate concerning the treatment 
of himself in connection with his res- 
olution providing for an investigation 
into the high price of food products. 
He charged Senator Aldrich with a de- 
sire to shield the tariff law and the 
trusts in the inquiry, and he intimated 
that hereafter he might. be an “in- 
surgent” if his wishes did not receive 
more respectful consideration. 

The discussion was precipitated by 
Senator Stone, who, soon after the re- 
porting of the Lodge resolution pro- 
viding for the selection of a senate 
committee to investigate the cost of 
living in mock solemnity, raised the 
question whether the committee on 
contingent expenses had yet reported 
the Elkins resolution, which had been 


introduced early last month. tespond- 
inc. Mr. Kean said that probably the 
measure would be amended and 
- ported soon. 
Kikins Makes Attack. 

Taking the floor, Mr. 
plained of the fact that 
committee had reported the Lodge res- 
orution after a day's consideration, 
whereas his own measure had been 
held up by the contingent committee 
for a month.

No Maximum Tariff. 


“In return for the concession of her 
full conventional, or lowest rates, 
Germany will be aecorded the mini- 
Mum tariff of the Unit States. This 
puts Germany in the sition of the 
most favored nation in her tariff re- 
relations with the United States. The 
maximum tariff of the United States, 
which as the basis tariff would 
otherwise apply after March 31, will 
therefore not go into effect. The re- 
sult is to give to Germany the same 
assurance under the United States 
tariff law that she has secured by 
her treaties with other countries. 

“In reaching a settlement some 
questions which had arisen regarding 
the administrative features of the 
Payne-Aldrich law and some miscon- 
ception as to a possible unfavorable 
treatment of German imports into the 
United States have been dispelled to 
the satisfaction of the German gov- 
ernment. <A collateral matter relat- 
ing to the interpretation and appli- 
Cation of the pure food law has also 
been explained satisfactorily.” 

As to Pork Products. 

It was President Taft's opinion, says 

‘the statement, that in view of the thor- 
ough and complete inspection of pork 
produéts now made under the United 
States inspection law of 1906, the 
healthfulness uf these products is so 
fully established before their exporta- 
tion that the results of this inspection 
should be accepted in foreign coun-

The reasonableness of this position 
Was recognized by the German govern- 
ment and under the agreement con- 
cluded the imperial authorities will 
take steps to modify the present regu- 
lations under which customs officials 
at some ports have refused to admit 
American pork products. 

? Scope of Negotiations.

"The scope of the negotiations ecov- 
ered the discussion of all the various 
questions that have in recent years 
vaxed the exporters of both countries,” 
the statement conciudes. “The business 
between the United States and Ger- 
many is so vast and the interests in- 
volved so great that these questions 
present phases of complexity very diff- 
cult of settlement. 

“The admission of American live 
cattle for slaughter tn. Germany and 
the regulations relating to the impor- 
tation of meat products of Various 
kinds, the Germany customs rules gov- 
erning the draw-back of duty allowed 
on flour when exported from Germany, 
all of which are of exceeding interest 
from the American standpoint, have 
been treated on their merits as ques- 
tions entirely aside from that of equiv- 
alent tariff adjustment. 

“These questions Have now been en- 
tirely eliminated from the negotiations. 

“The government of the United 
States, however, will present them 
separately hereafter in a diplomatic 
Way to the German government and 
the other governments involved, with 
the confident expectations that these 
governments will investigate the 
American claims fully and fairly in 
the light of the existing facts.”

Sharp Practice by Repub- 
licans to Report Measure. 


Democrats and Two Republic- 
anss on Committee Charge 
Broken Faith--—Integrity of 
Humphrey Impugned---Bitter 
Fight Is Certain in House. 


Washington, February 3.—After a 
short but torrid open hearing, replete 
with personal disputes and acrimoni- 
ous utterances, followed by an execu~- 
tive session of an hour, also filled with 
dissension, the house committee on 
merchant marfne and fisheries today, 
by a vote of 10 to 7, voted to report 
favorably to the house the administra- 
tion bill on ship subsidy as introduced 
by Representative Humphrey, 0 


Washington. 

Ten repablicans voted in favor of 
the bill, and five democrats and two 
republicans voted against it. The two 
“bolting” republicans were Wilson, of 
Illinois, and Swasey, of Maine. Repre- 
sentative Hobson, reported to. be for 
the bill, and Maynard, of Virginia, 
against it, both democrats. were ab- 
sent. 

“Railroading” Is Charged. 

The democratic members of the com- 
mittee were greatly wrought up over 
what they characterized the “rallroad- 
ing’ of the measure withow consider- 
ation or opportunity to amend it. and 
today they held a meeting in the room 
of Representative Champ Clark, mi- 
nority leader, to map out the future 
party course against the bill. It fs 
expected that the measure will meet 
with most stubborn opposition when it 
reaches the house, and that one of the 
hottest fights of the session will then 
be precipitated. 

Representative Spight, of Mississippi, 
ranking democratic member of, the 
committee, will file a minority. report 
against the bill. Mr. Spight declared 
with vigor that Representative Hum- 
phrey and his republican associates, in 
rushing the ship subsidy bill through 
the committee today, had broken faith 
with the democrats and had taken un- 
warranted action. 

Pledge Disregarded. 

Mr. Spight said Chairman Green, of 
the committee, had assured him only 
yesterday that no vote would be tak- 
en at the meeting today, and that the 
minority and those opposed to ship 
subsidy would be givensan ample oOp- 
portunity to be heard before a fina! 
vote was taken. Mr. Green informed 
Mr. Spight after today’s meeting that 
he did net make any promise for Mr. 
Humphrey, and could not prevent the 
latter bringing his bill to a vote. 

Mr. Humphrey declared that ample 
ecnsideration had been given to the 
bill and if it were delayed longer that 
@ measure to take its place would be 
reported in the senate. 

In reply to this the democrats stated 
that the bill had been given no con- 
sideration whatever by anybody and 
that it had not even been read in com- 
mfttee. 

Today’s hearing was the first given 
on the subject and the opposition to 
the bill pointed out that those heard 
today were in favor of ship subsidy, 
but were opposed to parts of the 
Humphrey bill. : 

Action a Surprise. 

The democrats desired to offer s8ev- 
eral amendments, and. Representatives 
Sulzer. Clark (Fla.), and Kustermann 
had notified the committee that they 
desired hearings on their own ship 
subsidy bills. The action today was 
a surprise to them, as well as to the 
minority of the committee. ; 

“The action of the republicans to- 
dav is an outrage,” declared Represent- 
ative Alexander, of the committee, 
who opposed the bill. “We were given 
no chance to consider the bill or to 
be heard upon it. In the face of di- 
rect promises they have ‘railroaded 
this ‘bill through. It is an insult to 
the minors of the committee, to the

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LINCOLN’S WAR SUBSTITUTE 
MAY HAVE STATUE IN HIS HONOR 


Washington, February 3.—The sol- 
dier who fought through the civil war 
as the personal substitute of Abraham 
Lincoln may have a statue erected in 
commemoration of hs service. Few 
people know that President Lincdéln 
sent a substitute to the front during 
the civil war, but his name will be en- 
graved in the niche of fame if the bili 
providing for a statue in his hono’, 
becomes a law. A bill appropriating 
$20,000 for the purpose was presented 
in the house oday by Representative 
-Palmer (democrat), of Pennsylvania. 

The name of this hitherto almost un- 
known man.is J. Summerfield Staptes, 
of Stroudsburg, Pa. He died there 
some ten years ago, and it is at 
Stroudsburg hat it is now proposed to 
erect the statue. In the burial grov 
at Stroudsburg, a small tablet today 
marks the resting place of Staples, 


bearing on its face the simple inscrip- 
tion; * 

“Here Lies the Body of J. Summer- 
field Staples, Representative Recruit of 
Abraham Lincoin.’} 

In 1863, when the fortunes of the 
federal government were at their low- 
est ebb, it was decided by President 
Lincoln and his cabinet that they 
should send personal substitutes to 
the front as an example to the coun- 
try. The young Pennsylvanian, who 
was then 18 years of age, was selected 
as the president’s substitute. He en- 
listed in the Second District of Colum- 
bia Volunteers and served until the 
close of the war. 

No particular record of valor or he- 
roic service is recorded in favor of 
Lincoln’s substitute, but the annals of 
the war department show that Staples 
served throughout the war with honor 
to himself and his country.

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HER HUSBAND 
UEEMED UNSAFE 


Therefore Mrs. Brokaw 


Gets Degree of Separation 


Incidentally the Court Orders 
Brokaw to Pay Her $15,000 
a Year---Divorce Suit That 


Stirred High Society Ends in 


r 


New York, February 3.—‘The plain- 
tiff is entitled to a decree of separa- 
tlon on the ground of Mr. Brokaw’s 
conduct rendering it unsafe and im- 
proper to live with him, and because 
of the act of abandonment and sepa- 
ration by Mr. Brokaw in December, 
1908. 

“Considering the status in life of 
the parties and the circumstances of 
the separation, the cpurt fixes the ali- 
mony to be paid Mrs. Brokaw by Mr. 
Brokaw at $15,000 a year, payable in 
equal monthly installments of $1,250 
a month.” 

This, in brief, is the decision hand- 
ed down by Justice Putnam in the 
Supreme. court at Mineola today in 
granting separation on the ground of 
desertion to Mrs. Mary Blair Brokaw 
from her husband, W. Gould Brokaw, 
a millionaire. 

The Brokaw tridft was ont of the 
longest and most sensational tn the 
history of separation suits in the state 
courts. 

Mrs. Brokaw’s Charges. 

Mrs, Brokaw asked a separation and 
$2,500 a month alimony. She charged 
cruelty and abandonment, and for 
days occupied the witness stand, tell- 
ing in detail how, as she alleged, she 
had been spied upon by servants at 
Mr. Brokaw’'s direction while she was 
staying in the Brokaw residence at 
Great Neck, Long Tfslan@. and ‘Mr. 
Brokaw was at his hunting lodge in 
Hfgh Point, N. C. Her husband had 
neglected her ard slighted her, she 
claimed, and finally abandoned her. 
She attributed his conduct to unrea- 
soning and unjustifiable jealousy and 
bad temper. 

On cross-examination Mr. Brokaw’s 
counsel tried to show that her hus- 
band’s jealousy was justified. She was 
asked about a house part? and other 
social happenings at Great Neck and 
telegrams from the absent husband 
were produced demanding to know if 
such and such a man had been enter- 
tained with Mrs. Brokaw’s woman 
friends on those occasions. Mrs. 
Brokaw persistently denied that she 
had ever carried on flirtations or in 
any way given her husband cause for 
jealousy. 

Warned Her Not to Kiss Doctor. 

The telegrams and letters from 
Brokaw to his wife and from Brokaw 
to the Great Neck employees, read 
into the evidence, enlivened the trial 
appreciably. In one letter’ to his 
wife Brokaw said: 

“You promised tosee no man while I 
was away. You know what I told you 
about kissing the doctor. If he at- 
tempts to kiss you, tell him that you 
do not kiss anyone but your husband. 
I will know if you da, and if you kiss 
anyone I will not want to kiss you 
again.”’ 

Mr. Brokaw’s ordeal in the witness 
chair also was a long one. He denied 
that he frequently drank to excess in 
the first vear of their married life, 
laid upon Mrs. Brokaw the brunt of 
the blame forthe many @issensions in 
the family, and refuted chafges that his 
conduct had forced his wife to lock 
herself in her rooms, and that he had 
forcibly entered her apartments 
against her will to resume quarrels 
with her. 

Mr. Brokaw submitted a statement 
that he was worth only about $1,500,- 
000, and that an award of $30,000 a 
year alimony would be excessive, 

Decision of Judge. 

Justice Putnam, in his decision to- 
day, after stating the possible grounds 
upon which a separation might be 
granted, reviews at length the evidence 
presented. 

“The investigation of the marital 
differences has been fut and exhaust- 
ive,” said the court. “The proofs dis- 
closed an increasing incompatibility, 
intensified by nervous irritation on tle 
part of Mr. Brokaw. He seems, how- 
ever, to have provided liberally for 
his wife, and to have been especially 
solicitous for her welfare. 

“Mr. Brokaw’s tendency to jealousy 
was early manifested, and is admitted 
by his friends. And as distrust toward 
one side leads to counter distrust, re- 
criminationsg followed in which Mrs. 
Brokaw sometimes showed suspicion 
toward her husband. These recrimina- 
tions developed into bitter differences, 
followed, however, by mutual forgive- 
ness and temporary reconciliation. 

“In view of the charges made, it 
should be stated that the evidence does 
not show that the defendant was ha- 
bitually intemperate. On the contrary, 
he appears to have been moderate in 
that respect.”’

TO DROP PRICES 


Eggs Alone Decrease ir Price, 
and All Eggs Are Under Sus- 
picion Owing to Cold Storage 
Disclosures---Tons of Meat in 
Storage Since Last April. 


New York, February 3.—The only 
food product in the New York markets 
today thet showed a disposition to be 
reasonable was eggs, and even the best 
irtenttioned eggs were regarded with 
suspicion by cautious buyers after the 
disclosures of the afternoon. 

Three hundred cans of liquid eggs, 
such as are used by bakers, were seized 
‘in a cold storage warehouse by fed- 
eral inspectors and condemned 

Names of Western Girls on Eggs. 

Hotel keepers complained that some 
of their “strictly fresh’’ eggs, supposed 
to come from suburban farms, had 
been found pencilled with names of 
girls who live in Ohio and farther west. 

Nevertheless, the price of eggs did 
recede, whereas the wholesale price of 
almost everything else eatable ad- 
vanced as resolutely as if the word boy- 
cott had never been mentioned. Fresh 
blue fish were dearer than the choicest 
steaks and about double the price of 
roast beef. Cod, halibut and all other 
fish advanced sharply, owing to the in- 
creased demand here and at Boston, 
which has absorbed all offerings of the 
northern fisheries. 


Hgher Than in London. 

Lamb and pork advanced a cent a 
pound. Beef advanced two cents and 
shipments from the west were report- 
ed in diminishing value. 

Wholesale butchers who supply the 
better trade were asking from one to 
three cents a pound more than the 
same cuts bring in the West End mar- 
kets in London, which also supply 
the better trade there with American 
beef bought on the hoof in Chicago. A 
grand jury inspected the Jersey City 
Plant of Swift & Co. All the cold 
storage plants in Hudson county, New 
Jersey, are under surveillance by he 
county prosecutor’s men. Much of the 
food sold in New York markets is held 
in storage in New Jersey plants. 

Tons of Meat Stored for Months. 

In Swift & Co.'s. plant, it was learned 
tonight, the grand jury found stored 
460,000 pounds of beef, 50,000 pounds 
of poultry and a great quantity of 
lamb, mutton, pork, butterine, sausage 
meat, hearts, liver and tripe. Some of 
the meat, according to James Brady, 
superintendent of the plant, had been 
in storage since last April. The jury 
will be in session again tomorrow, hop- 
ing to obtain evidence to secure an in- 
dictment charging a conspiracy to con- 


storage. 

Employees of Swift & Co. have been 
subpoenaed to appear.

Pittsburg, February 8.—Women of 
Pittsburg have joined in the revolt 
against high prices and tonight they 
formed the Housekeepers’ Cooperative 
Association with several hundred dele- 
gates from the women’s clubs of the 
city.

Washington, February 3.—(Special.) 
The financial disturbance of 1907, 
which has practically become history 
in the United States, has not entirely 
disappeared among the cotton manu- 
facturers of Europe, according to 2 
statement of Daniel C. Roper, of the 
bureau census, in his report on th: 
supply and distribution of cotton for 
the year ending August 31, 1909, just 
published. 

At the close of the season, he says a 
number of mills were running on 
shart time, with little prospect of an 
early resumption of full time. lie 
attributes this not alone to the busi- 
ness depression generally, but also t¢ 
‘the short crops produced in the Euro- 
pean countries and a marked falling 
off in internal demand throughou!: 
Europe, consequent to the high prices 
brought on by the short crops. 

Notwithstanding this, however, 
United States exported to Europe and 
foreign countries about two- 
thirds of her crop, only about one- 
third being consumed by the mills of 
this country. The value of the man- 
ufactures made from the Aimerican 
cotton crop for the year ending Au- 
gust 31, 1989, was abotit $2,000,000,000.

PUBLICITY AS A PUBLIC SAFEGUARD. 


Probably the two best orders issued by the state railroad commission 
in recent years are those requiring the railroads to make prompt report of 
all accidents and wrecks involving injury or apmines to any person, and 
of all delayed trains and missed connections. 

PUBLICITY is a tried and proven ‘agent of public safety; sitesnvind 
of those orders will mean fewer wrecks and less late trains. 

Of the two orders, that regarding accidents involving injury or. fatality 
must be considered the more important; it looks to the protection of 
human life, while the other has to do with the public convenience. 

Yet, just as the commission has reached the conclusion that prompt 
report to it of wrecks resulting in injury or death is of essential value 
in the protection of life and limb, we find the order calling for it sus- 
pended until the railroads shall have opportunity to present objections 
which, they hope, may defeat its beneficent .purpose. 

It is unfortunate that the commission did not “stand pat’ upon its order; 
it could have done that and still given the railroads hearing as to any 
modifications that should be made. 

The railroads submit to the federal requirement that they shall make 
similar report to the interstate commerce commission of wrecks and acci- 
dents to interstate trains, and there is no reason why they should inter- 
pose objections to supplying such information to the railroad commission of 
the state. 

Should the people of Georgia be forced to go to Washington for that 
protection which they can and ought to receive from tneir own state? 

If it is safeguard against the use.of information furnished by them- 
selves as evidence against them in damage suits, certainly the state com- 
mission can provide it just as has been done in the case of that furnished 
to the interstate commerce commission.

DuBois on Negro Education. 

Editor Constitution: Your editorial 
on “Negro Education” intimated that 
the number of negro colleges exceeds 
the number of industrial schgols. 
There are 132 private negro higher 
schools and 121 public high schools, 
making 253 negro higher institutions 
in the United States. Industrial 
training is.given in all but a very few 
of these. while less than fifty of them 
give college studies. In the 1382 pri- 
vate schools 22,000 negroes are re- 
ceiving industrial training and only 
1.500 are receiving collegiate and pro- 
fessional training. The reports of 
the United States commissioner of 
education will verify these figures. 

Second, it is said that higher educa- 
tion of the negro ts “building from 
the top.” Education of any kind and 
of any race depends upon good teach- 
ing. President Eliot, of Harvard, has 
said that “if any expect that the ne- 
gro teachers of the south can be 
adequately educated in primary 
schools or grammar schools or in- 
dustrial schools pure and simple, -I 
can only say in reply that that is 
more than we can do at the north 
with the white race. The only way 
to have good primary schools and 
grammar schools in Massachusetts is 
to have high and normal schools and 
colleges, in which the higher teach 
ers are trained. It must he sO 
throughout the south: the negro race¢ 
needs absolutely these higher facill. 
ties of education.”

Almost Ineredible Story. 

Calmly and in unruffied tones Warrl- 
ner told the almost incredible story.

| posure to desert him and then only for 
a few brief moments. 

According to the witness, when he 
assumed office as local treasurer in 
'1902 he learned that Cooke was short 
‘in his accounts $24;000. He also learned 
that his predecessor, Comstock, was 
'short $10,500. He himself was a de- 
‘faulter and to prevent his crime from 
' being discovered, he engaged to con- 
'ceal the thefts of the two former offi- 
cials. 

What Became of the $645,000. 

In the story of the gigantic theft 
there is one question which has never 
been definitely answered, and the at- 
torneys for the defense today made an- 
other futile effort to obtain its solu- 
tion. What became of the $643,000 
which Warriner has confessed to have 
stolen? : 

The witness declared that he had 
paid approximately $168,000 in black- 
mail and that $32,000 had been stolen 
by others than himself. The remainder 
of $442,000 is explained by him as hav- 
ying been lost in “speculation.” 

Although he Knew exactiy the 
amount embezzled and the approxi- 
mate amount of “hush money” paid, to 
all questions as to his investments he 
replied that he could not recollect how 
much money he had put into any par- 
ticular enterprise. He reiterated mo- 
notonously the he “could not recollect, ° 
until his questioners became discour- 
aged and abandoned their efforts. 

Cooke’s Hot Ictters to Woman. 

A lurid light was thrown on the 
strange tale when the letters of Cooke 
to Mrs. Ford were réad to the court. 

In one letter Cooke wrote that “O. 
H.”" was threatening to expose him if 
he did not abandon Mrs. Ford. Warri- 
her Stated that “O. H.” stcod for “Old 
tlag,”’ and was the name Cooke used 
tor his wife in his communications to 
Mrs. Ford. In another letter Cooke 
advised Mrs. Ford to have nothing to 
do with other men unless “‘there is big 
money in it.”

Frequent references were made by 
Cooke .tto Comstock, who, according to 
the writer, was on intimate terms with 
Mrs. Ford. Several other names were 
also mentioned, all of whom were on 
the same footing with the woman. 

At the conclusion of the reading of 
the letters, Attorney Thorndyke 4dt- 
tempted to force from Warriner a con- 
fession that his reiations with Mrs. 
| Ford had been more than friendly. At 
the first direct question to that effect 
Warriner laughed heartily and replied: 
“That is absurd.” : 

The remainder of the afternoon ses- 
sion was consumed in the futile efforts 
of the ccunsel for the defense to as- 
certain what Warriner had done with 
the remainder of the $643,000.

Baltimore, February 3.—Leaving be- 
‘hind him two rather rambling and in- 
coRerent letters, Elijah Baba Badal, a 
Persian, 31 yeers old, a student at the 
University of .Maryland school of med- 
icine, this afternoon shot and instantly 
killed Miss Marie Lewsen, 24 years old, 


of Portland, Me., a student of dentistry 
at the same institution, and then shot 
himself, dying shortly afterward. 

The letters, which were inclosed in 
an envelope addressed to the suicide’s 
brother, N. B. Badal, 1717 West Ninth 
street, Des Moines, Ia, were found in 
an inner pocket of Badal'’s clothing. 
One of them bore the date of January 
19, and the other that of January 23. 

They told of Badal’s love for Miss 
Lewsen and his belief that she recipro- 
cated it fully unti Jher mind was pot- 
soned against the Persian by a boarding 
house mistress, who came between 
them, the letter stated. 

Tragedy After Luncheon. 

The tragedy occurred at a boarding 
house in West Fayette street, just after 
the pair had finished thelr midday 
luncheon. 

Bada! formerly attended the Harvard 
medical school and Miss Lewsen at one 
time was a student at a dental school 
in Chicago. 

Confileting stories regarding the re- 
lations of the Gouple to each other were 
set afloat. Bada] became enamored of 
her, friends of the slain woman say, 
but she resented his attentions, al- 
though it is said their relations were 
outwardly pleasant until today, when 
at breakfast and Junch a marked cool. 
ness was observed in their manner to- 
wards each other. 

Some time after the shooting the 
police found a letter written by Badal 
telling of his intention to commit the 
deed. He declared that he. had loved 
the woman and that she loved him and 
encouraged him to continue his atten- 
tion. Then suddenly she apparently 
turned against him and without giving 
him any reason, refused to have any- 
thing more to do with him. Bada! 
wrote that he carried the revolver for 
some time, intending to slay her, but 
he could never summon the nerve to 
do it. 

Girl Didn't Care for Man. 

A close girl friend of the slain wom- 
an said this evening that Badal was 
deeply in love with Miss Lewsen, but 
that she did not care for him at all, 
and often made light of him. Badal 
spoke imperfect English, which amused 
Miss Lewsen, who, it was said, used to 
anger the man by laughing at his ef- 
forts to talk English fluently. 

Fellow-students of Bada) knew little 
about him, save that he was of a se- 
rious disposition and very religious. 
It was understood that he came from 
Persia to get an education in this 
} country that would fit him to return to 
his native land as a medical missionary. 
He was such a devout Christian. it is 
said, that his zea) approache@ fanat- 
icism. 

He Accuses Amorous Landlady. 

Des Moines, Iowa, February 3.— 
That the murder of Marie Lewsen and 
Suicide of Eliajh Baba Bade! in Balti- 
more today had been premeditated for 
weeks was evealed tonight .by an 
uncle of the boy, Neewya E. Badel, of 
Ives Moines, who translated the con- 
tents of a letter written to him in 
Persian, by his nephew. 

After relating the trouble between 
himself and the girl, the nephew 
realized in the letter that he would 
have to kill her. He wrote that his 
landlady had beoome enamoured of 
him and in her efforts to interest him 
in her, the letter declares, she told 
lies to Badel’s sweetheart about his, 
and the girl, poisoned by the insinua- 
tions of the landlady, refused to be- 
lieve him.

Philadelphia, February 3.—What 
may have been a double murder. a 
consummated suicide pact or two sud- 
den deaths from natural causes, was 
discovered today when the bodies of 
William Bohrer, a prosperous lapi- 
dary, aged 565 years, and an unidenti- 
fied woman about 30 years of age, 
were found in @ room in the wholesale 
jewelry trade section of this city, 
where they had lain probably for 
more than a month, 

The room where the bodies were 
found was used by Bohrer as a sleep- 
ing apértment and adjoining his shop 
on the third floor of a small building 
at Seventh end Sansom streets.

Boh- 
rer’'s body was stretched face down- 
ward across a chair, while that of the 
woman lay on the bed, also face 
downward, her outstretched hands 
grasping the round of a chair. Both 
bodies were in a badly decomposed 
condition. The identity of the wom- 
an is not known.

BONDS FAVORED 
IN SIXTH WARD 


Ringing Speech Made by 
Mayor Robert Maddox. 


Unanimous Expression in Fa- 
vor of the Issue Is Given by 
the Voters at the Conclusion 
of One of Most Enthusiastic 
Meetings of the Campaign. 


The voters of the sixth ward last 


night in the Carnegie library audi- 
torium, Luckie street, at Merritts 
avenue, gave hearty indorsemeént to 
the $3,000,000 bond issue, now the one 
topic of interest in Atlanta. The audi- 
torium was filled with enthusiastic 


citizens. 

Steve Johnston, member of the gen- 
eral council from the sixth ward, pre- 
sided. In his genial, pleasant way 
Steve Johfston, as he rapped for order, 
told his audience that the voters of 
the sixth ward had gathered to ex- 
press their views upon the coming 


bond election. 
“But, then,” he added, “‘we all know 


what that means. It simply means 
that everyone here will be found for 
the bonds. Anybody doubt that state- 
ment from your chairman? Well, I 
don’t see any doubts. Now watch the 


result.” 
Mr. Johnston introduced Mayor Mad- 


dox as the first speaker. 
Mayor Maddox Speaks. 

Mayor Maddox went direct 
subject in hand. He said that Atlanta's 
legislative body, having found it abso- 
lutely dangerous to the health of the 
city to exist with its present water- 
works and sewer system, and that 
money additional to the present rev- 
enues was unquestionably essential, 
had solved the question by declaring 
for an issue of bonds rather than in- 
crease the tax rate. He told graphic- 
ally of the present bond campaign, g0- 
ing into every detail. He made it ap- 
parent that if the bonds were not voted 
an increase in the tax rate would be- 
come imperative. He took up the sewer 
system of today, the demands made 
upon that system and the extent to 
which the system could respond. He 
dealth with the waterworks in the 
game manner, and gave the public 
schools a like attention. It was a 
presentation of the actual facts, and it 
carried conviction with it. Fewer 
strong arguments for the bond issue 
have been made since the campaign 
opened. 

The mayor was 
as he retired to his seat in the au- 
dience, many of the sixth warders he 
passed as he strode toward his chair 
rising to grasp his hand. 

Judge FE. C. Kontz was next present- 
ed by Chairman Johnston, and a strong 
advocate of the bond issue he proved 
to be. His arguments in favor of the 
bonds were strong and conclusive. He 
declared that no business man or busi- 
ness concern with the same matters at 
stake as Atlanta has in its water, 
sewers and schools would for one sec- 
ond hesitate. 

Jesse Wood, lawyer, a well-known 
resident of that ward, urged his hear- 
ers either to give the bonds a vote or 
to study the question fully and deeply 
before casting a vote against the issue. 

Aldine Chambers, member of the 
council, made a strong appeal for votes 
for the bonds. Saying that Atlanta had 
willingly taken in new territory, Mr. 
Chambers declared thaé it was up to 
Atlanta to provide that new territory 
with health protection and educational! 
chances. 

Bernhardt Favors Bonds. 

Cc. W. Bernhardt, prominent in labor 
circles, declared that he had so far 
been unable to find a single reason for 
opposing the bonds, but that he had 
found many reasons to give his vote 
for the bond issue. Declaring the old 
Marietta. street school building a death 
trap for children, he said that every 
time the fire bell indicated a fire in 
that section every mother became 
frantic until advised that the fire was 
not at the Marietta street school. He 
made a strong plea for more and bet- 
ter crematories. 

Dan Walraven, conductor on _ the 
Southern railway between Atlanta and 
Birmingham, made one of the hits of 
the evening. A long-time resident of 
that ward, and known to everyone al- 
most within its limits, Captain Wal- 
raven spoke as though he was within 
a family group. He was emphatic and 
strong for the bonds. 

“Why, say,” said he, “you just refuse 
to make that bond issue good, and 
you'll make Atlanta the laughing stock 
of the country. Don’t I hear ‘em talk 
every trip I make into Birmingham 
and Montgomery and Chattanooga 
about ‘em? Sure, I do. And jealous of 
Atlanta as they are, they are hoping 
to a man that the bonds will lose. But 
when I tell ’em the bonds won't lose, 
they look at me and say: ‘Oh, yes, 
that’s the wav with you people over 
there in Atlanta. You'll § fight each 
other like Kilkenny cats, and then 
when the show-down comes, you'll al) 
get together and then there's a love 
feast.’ 

“Now show your hands up in the air 
if you are for the bonds. If you ain*t— 
why, dodrat you, sit—-just sit still.” 

Not only did every hand in the audi- 
torium go up, but eVerybody got on his 
feet, some climbing’ into their chairs 
80 as to be seen.

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HEAVY LIQUIDATION 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


Speculative Element Gloomy. 
Selling Is Attributed to 
Several Causes. 


New York, February 3.—Aggregate 
dealings for the day of 1,672,000 shares 
and inroads on prices of 1 to 8 points, 
for practically all the active stock, 
offer evidence of a liquidation in the 
stock market sufficiently drastic and 
embracing to eall for some other ex- 
planation than temporary vagaries of 
speculative sentiment or merely tech- 
nical conditions in the stock market 
itself. The speculative sentiment it- 
self was plunged in gloom and was 
inclined to give reign to sensational 
forebodings of the consequences to en- 
sue from the conditions which it saw 
reflected in the action of the day's 
market. Such a state of the specula- 
tive mind, considered in ,connection 
with other points in the situation, ts 
calculated to suggest a culmination of 
& movement’ rather than its inception. 
The extent to which the previous de- 
cline had already run, its duration and 
the technical results involved are some 
of the points which entitle expectations 
to view the day’s events as promising 
a reversal to follow. That all ts not 
well with the body economic or with 
finance and industry, as was assumed 
when prices of sto®tks were 10 to 40 
points higher than were touched on the 
declines today, is bore in upon the 
mind with conviction. That all is as 
threatening of coming evil as was as- 
sumed in the speculative gloom that 
penetrated the stock market atmos- 
Phere today could not be taken for 
granted. Some of the opinions that 
are prevalent are calculated to throw 
light on the situation for all that. The 
opinion that overlay practically all 
others, and tinged the whole, was that 
cominerctal recession and industrial re 
action were to be read in the action of 
the securities market. This opinion 
has been gathering adherents for sev- 
eral weeks past. It began with evi- 
dence of a lull in the freight move- 
ment over the railroads, with some re- 
newed accumulation of surplus freight 
cars, and gained force with reports of 
the falling off in orders for iron and 
declined price of that basic commodity. 
That extremely high price to which 
in general had attained. 
the widespread discussion of the high 
cost of living, and the agitation 
against high prices, with resultant de- 
crease of consumption demand, have 
given force to the topic. 

In the mood of the stock market to- 
day, the economic tendency of expand- 
ed gold production and price inflation 
to bring on financial crises attracted 
attention. Another factor was the au- 
thority given to views publicly stated 
by qualified legal testimony, sup- 
posed to represent the views of large 
organizations of capita } 
follow from the proposed enforcement 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. The 
word “panic” found frequent repetition 
in those various pictures of the future, 
and the effect was decidedly disturbing 
to the nerves of the stock market ele- 
ment. There was the fear that, with 
the arrest to the upward course of 
prices of commodities, there would 
necessarily follow a process of defla- 
tion which would arrest the course, of 
Prosperous activities all through the 
channels of commerce. 

This week's failure of an important 
firm of dealers in bonds was the text 
also, for unfavorable views. That evi- 
dence of the clogged condition of the 
bond market unloosed a variety of 
conclusions. There grew up a suppo- 
sition that the cleaning up of er dits, 
now in progress, might originate as 
far back as the panic of 1907. This 
supposition applied to accounts carried 
through the stressful period of 1907 
and not cleared up since, but which 
were being pushed tur settlement now 
with the prospect supposed to be wan- 
ing in its promised brightness.
